Detachment of Dutchmen Play

London Nov. 15.— A despatch from 
Lord Kitchener dated from. Pretoria to- 
day says that a strong patrol of Yeo- 
manry while reconnoitering November 
13 at Brakspruit, near Zeernst, in the 
Transvaal colony about 140 miles west 
of Pretoria, was surrounded by 300 
Boers and lost six men killed and 10 
wounded, Somo of tbe troopers wero 
captured and wero subsequently released. 

Tho rear guard of Colonel Byng's 
coluiiin was attacked near Hoilbrou, 
Orange Rivor Colon}-, November 14, by 
400 Boors, said to 'bo under the com- 
mand of General Dewet. After two 
hours fighting the Boers retired, leaving 
eight dead •on the field. Of Colonel 
Byng's column, Lieutenant IMellugh 
and ono man was killed while three 
officers and nine men were wounded. 

Two of Lord Kitchener's monthly re- 
views dated August S and September 
S wero published in the Gazette this 
evening. They are chielly summaries 
of wide-sweeping movements through 
all parts of disputed territory, with tho 
results, casualties and prisoners cap- 
tured, as previously reported. An as- 
tonishing number of horses were captur- 
ed those in August alone numbering 
II!, 570. About 20 per cent, of these are 
fit for remounts, and others are brood 
mares and foals. Though admitting the 
disappointing results of some of the op- 
erations, Lord Kitchener comments on 
them as follows: 

"So long as this rate of progress can 
be maintained, there can be little doubt 
of its ultimate effect on any enemy to 
whom no form of agreement seems to 
appeal." 

The reports further say that tlhc sys- 
tem of chains of block houses at in- 
tervals of a mile, and some times less 
along the railroads was being extended. 
• Lord Kitchener says: "The influence 
of the Boor lenders and their organized 
system of intimidation still keep in tho 
field a large number of burghers, who 
left to themselves, would be ready 
to surrender." 

The writer favorably mentions sev- 
eral hundred officers, non-commissioned 
officers and men. 

BELATED NEWS. 

•Middleburg, Capo Colony Oct. 25. — 
(Friday.) — A hundred and eighty mount- 
ed troops composed largely of Dutch- 
men with their arms and horses, sur- 
rendered to Smut's commando, October 
J3. The district troops fired most of 
their ammunition nt long range, and then 
refused to fight further. . Captain 
Thornton, their commander, believes 
their surrender to have been prearrang- 
ed. 



CAPT. DOCKRILL'S FUNEKAL. 

Impressive Ceremony and Large Attend- 
ance of Friends. 

New Westminster, Nov. 15. — (Special) 
— The funeral of the late Capt. Dookrill 
took place this afternoon, tho deceased 
commander of B company, Sixth Duke 
of Connaiight's Own Killes, being accord- 
ed full military honors. There was a 
line parade of the local companies, bugle 
band, city band, United Workmen, 
Woodmen of the World and other or- 
ganizations to which deceased belonged, 
and hundreds of citizens. The pall- 
bearers were fellow-officers of deceased, 
Captains Tite, Johnson, Henderson, 
Stuart, Lieutenants Tab; and MacGow- 
an; the chief mourners being Col. Works- 
hop, Major Botiltbec and others of the 
headquarters staff. Holy Trinity cath- 
edral, where tho service 'was conducted 
by the rector, Rev. A. Shlldrick, was 
crowded, and despite the rnin, large 
numbers followed tq^Sappcrton ceme- 
tery, where the three volleys over the 
grave connected the solemn ceremonies.

Vancouver, B. C, Nov. 15.— Word has 
reached here from Atlin that, the Sun- 
rise Hydraulic Company, while engaged 
in cutting the ibed rock of their claim, 
struck some marvellously rich quartz 
with gold sticking out in littlo specks 
all over it. The find of courso has 
caused a great deal of excitement, but 
the company are very reticent as to the 
possibilities of tho find. They sny that 
until they have further proved the claim, 
they will give no detailed information, 
beyond tbe fact that they have been 
packing tho ore to the old Fetherstoue 
mill nt great expense, and it has there 
averaged on the plates $180 to the Ion. 
But as the mill is not effectively recov- 
ering tbe gold this only represents one- 
lifth of the gold in tho quartz as has 
been ascertained by a careful assay of 
the tailings. The vein can be traced 
for ono mile, but little is known as to 
the extent of the marvellously rich ore. 
Rumors are rife as to the property. One 
report is to the effect that tho ore runs 
from $1,000 lo $5,000 a ton. It is nt 
least true, as tho company confesses, 
that tho walls assay $00 to the ton. 
The Sunrise Co. have not been able to 
work their hydraulic claim since the 
government ordered them to discontinue 
using water through their 12 mile ditch 
and it was while prospecting that quartz 
was struck.

FIIEE AT LAST.

Since October 2"j he has been re- 
peatedly appearing before the courts of 
iustieo to be liually discharged /.us 
evening by Police Magistrate Yarwood, 
who first heard his case. Tho engineer, 
while in a state in which ho claims to 
have known nothing of wfliat he was do- 
ing, entered a store early in the morn- 
ing. Tho provincial police by whom he 
was arrested hud the case brought be- 
fore two justices Of the peace who 
committed him.

The preliminary inquiry into the 
murder preferred against Frank Nicholes 
began at the police court yesterday fore- 
noon, Magistrate Hall presiding. II. 
A. McLean; deputy attorney-general, 
conducted the case for the crown and S. 
Perry Mills, K.C., appeared for the pris- 
oner. 

Tho court room was crowded with lish- 
enmeil, friends of tbe prisoner and de- 
ceased, Tom Notes, watching the pro- 
ceedings with intense interest. Tho 
prisoner, a typical Greek, of lino phy- 
sique, seemed calm and self-possessed, 
and bore the scrutiny of the hundreds 
of spectators unflinchingly. 

Mr. McLean opened the proceeding's 
by putting in a plan of the scene of the 
tragedy, and then called Constable 
Blackstock, who deposed that he wns on 
duty on the night of November 7-8. 
Heard someone groaning on Government 
street between Chatham and Herald 
streets, and on going, to the spot, found 
deceased, Tom Notes, lying on the side- 
walk at the place marked with an X on 
the sketch, about 100 or 107 feet south 
of Chatham street. There is an alley 
about 200 feet long running from Her- 
ald to Chatham streets. Two girls live 
at No. 11 Chatham, at the outlet of tho 
alley. 1 Deceased lived in tho Greek col- 
ony on the waterfront. Knew deceased 
by sight. When he found deceased ho 
was groaning. Did not know what was 
tho matter with him. Got a buck and 
took him to the station. He was bleed- 
ing a little from the mouth. At the Bu- 
tton it was found he had a wound In the 
abdomen, and Dr. Iiobertson, who was 
sent for, found another wound in tho 
breast. Notes died about 20 or 30 min- 
utes after he wns~brought into the sta- 
tion. He was unconscious up to his 
death. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Mills— It was 
very dark on Thursday night and Fri- 
day morning. It was not so 
extremely dark. The town was 
lighted up as usual. There is 
a light at tho corner of Government and 
Herald .streets. . He prepared title plan, 
which ho believed was correct. 'I'he al- 
ley is very dark and about four foot in 
width. Described Tom Notes as fol- 
lows: Height, feet; could not say his 
age; ho was a powerfully built man; , 
thought be would be over 110; could not 
tell if Netes was drunk. Was at the 
corner of Herald and Government 
streets when he heard the groaning. Had 
passed the point where heard groaning 
previously. Could not say that was his 
second time round since 12. It would 
be about ten past 12. Deceased did not 
speak. He had on a coat and a white 
sweater. There is no fence through the 
alley from Herald to Chatham. The 
line in tho plan is only the line of tho 
alley; not a fence. There is a vacant 
space behind the houses. There is a 
plank walk through the alley. There is 
grass on the left side of the plank. The 
houses are on the right, They are Hut 
occupied. 

Dr. Iiobertson, city physician, was the 
next witness. On the morning of 
Friday, November S, he was summoned 
to the police-station to attend a wound- 
ed man. To the best of bis recollection 
the time was nbout 1:1b. Believed ho 
saw Blackstock there. Concluded Notes 
was unconscious, for the Greek said he 
Could not speak to them. Ho was in a 
condition of collapse. ""Had no pul.se and 
was at times unmanageable. Examined 
Notes. There was a wound on the left 
side of the abdomen, albout one and a 
half to two inches above the umbilicus. 
It was a clean cut wound about one to 
one and a half inches in length, penetrat- 
ing the abdominal wall and allowing 
the intestines to protrude through tho 
wound. This protruding substance 
would have a tendency to check bleeding. 
About one and a half inches from the 
left nipple was another wound, three- 
cornered in shape, about three-quar- 
ters of an inch long. Considerable hem- 
orrhage had taken place from this 
wound. The blood had soaked the shirt 
from Hie upper wound, but had not pen- 
etrated the clothing. Then? was very 
little hemorrhage from the lower wound. 
Looking at him externally, very lit tit?

Jupiter is next in br ght- 
n ss and i, very .brilliant. A little hge 
up and to the left of Jupiter is a bright 
rtu and this, is Saturn, and not fa. 

Venus is the ruddy light o .Mars 
Do not fail to look for these stars, for 
they are .worth seeing oven though the 
moon does not crown the picture. He 
rarity of such a .picture may be 
judged from the fact that it w! 1 ho 4 - 
SOT years before Jupiter and Saturn are 
in tho same position relatively to each 
other as t'aey are now, and it will bo 
many times as long before the other 
two planets occupy the same place iu 
relation to tho first named two. How 
long it will be before tho moon and a.l 
tho four planets unite to form the pic- 
ture is beyond the possibility of calcu- 
lation. Ages upon ages will probably 
pass before such a consummation.

Anions the passengers who sailed for 
Australia last night by the steamer Mo- 
ana was James Mills, of Dunedin, -New 
Zealand, Jiruunging director of the Un- 
ion Steamship company 6f that colony, 
who dins been nt Montreal for the past 
1U days in consultation with the Can- 
adian Pacific otlicials with regard to the 
proposed improvements! in the Cantidinii- 
Australiau steamship service. Mr. Mills, 
prior to his stay at Montreal, had been 
in Ureat Britain, making arrangements 
for the construction of two new steam- 
ships t.i he added to Ids licet. 

Speaking of the Union Steamship com- 
pany, ami the proposed improvement to 
the lici t, nt which news has been given 
in the Colonist, he said: "My company 
has now a licet of 00 steamships, with 
an averuge tonnage of about 40,000. 
They are engaged in the New Zealand 
Australian and Plfleifle island trade. 

'•The company has recently taken a 
great interest in the trade between Brit 
isli Columbia and Australia in connec 
tion with the C. P. It. This trade is of 
vita! importance to the future conimcr' 
rial interests <»f this country nnd Aus- 
tralia. The Union company has taken 
the colonial control of the trade, while 
the C, I'. It. lias sole control of the Can- 
adian interests. 

"I have been in conference with Sir 
Thomas Shuughnessy, D, Mc.Nichol, 
Itabt. Kerr, <.. M. Boswortli and other 
C. 1'. U. officials with reference to pro- 
posed improvements iu the service. 

"With reference to the development 
of the line, it is hoped that before ion 
that an up-to-date line.of steamers equal 
if not superior to those' on the San Fran 
cisio line, will be procured lor this ser- 
vice. 

"It has been arranged between the C. 
1'. It. and our company thnt William 
Si.it- . of Winnipeg, shall proceed to Aus- 
tralia next month, where In- will co- 
operate wilfli our company as general 
passenger agent for the commonwealth 
From what I know personally and have 
heaifl or Mr. Stitt, I do not think that 
the Canadian Pacific ^nilway, could lwvt 
selected a bettor man to look after its 
interests in the Antipodes. Mr. Stitt's 
business capabilities are of a stcrlin 
quality, and I am confident that h 
will make a great Buccesa of this new 
branch of woik." 

. "When did your company enter hit 
the contract with the C .1'. K:?" 

"At the beginning of this year. It 
is expected that the formation of this 
company will result in a large shnre 
of tin- traffic between Australia am', 
l.iu! Mo die) 1 Country now carried on 
by the Orient route, being diverted, 
and being carried over the Cnuadian- 
Alli-tralinn line. This Mill, of course, 
mean a great increase iu the railroad 
revenue of the C. 1'. It." 

"When wall the new steamships be 
added to the lineV" 

"All arrangements for providing these 
steamships have been completed, and the 
C. P. It. is only awaiting the renewul 
of the Australian and Canadian govern- 
ment concessions before making 1 heir 
final movements in the matter. These 
contracts hnve almost expired nnd, of 
course, nn assurance of their renewal 
is absolutely necessary before taking any 
final Hteps. The Canadian government 
lias been approached on the mutter witJi 
favorable results, and on my return I 
shall confer with the Australian com- 
monwealth. I hnve not the slightest fear 
of the result." 

"Will not the establishment of this line 
have nn important effect on the trade 
relations between Canada and Austra- 
lia V" 

"Yes, I look forward to the granting 
of many trade concessions between the 
two co u n tries. The fact thnt the Aus- 
tralian commonwealth has put a high 
tariff on several Canadian products 
should not be regarded as unfriendly, 
and I am sure thnt they, will be removed 
by nviprocnl concessions on the part of 
thp Dominion government. 

"With tho new service tho trip will 
be covered in 21 days."

blood would (be seen. (A knife, exhibit 
B, produced.) 

The abdominal wound might have pos- 
sibly been caused -by that knife, ns it was 
a clean cut wound. The other wound 
might have been caused by a knife like 
that. Both wounds might have been 
caused by it. Notes died about 12 min- 
utes after. Conducted the autopsy on 
November 8. Described the abdominal 
wound. After lifting up the surface 
there wns very little hemorrhage. The 
bowels were not penetrated, but the 
wound went .right through the abdom- 
inal wall. The course of the upper 
won nil, as seen from the interior, lay 
between the third nnd fourth ribs on 
the left side. It passed very close to 
the left spinal border. The sac sur- 
rounding the heart called the pericar- 
dium, had been perforated. Tho pericar- 
dial sac was ballooned out with dark 
blood, and the heart had been pene- 
trated in the centre of tho right ven- 
tricle, allowing blood to escape from the 
interior of the heart" into the sac. It 
was a fatal wound. He had been in- 
structed by the coroner. Did not think it 
necessary to examine the brain. Other 
organs were perfectly normal. Deceas- 
ed wns n healthy man. The wound in 
the heart caused death. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Mil's— The 
wounds were incised. Made a mental 
note of the margins of the wound. The 
wound in the breast was three-quarters 
of an inch long. Hemorrhage was tak- 
ing place, the wound was not gaping. 
The wounds were more oblique than di- 
rect. Deceased was a tall, powerfully 
built man. Examined prisoner at po- 
lice station after his arrest, at the re- 
quest of his counsel. On the right side 
of the nose there were three scratches, 
One from the centre of tho nose to the 
right "f the mouth. There were several 
scratches extending from the mouth to 
the jaw. There were also scratches on 
the oth'-r side of the race and on the 
ears. Found a swelling back of the 
left ear. Prisoner complained of stiff- 
ness of his left shoulder, but there were 
no external signs of injury. Sometimes 
severe blows are not attended with ex- 
ternal marks. 1 

Michael Angelo. a Greek, wns next 
called, and It. T. Bancroft was sworn as 
interpreter, Mr. Mills objecting on the 
ground that he suspected Bancroft of 
partiality. 

Mr. McLean suggested that Mr. Mills 
might ask another of the prisoner's 
countrymen to follow the evidence and 
check any irregularity ill tl>e interpre- 
tation. 

Witness deposed that he knew the 
prisoner and the deceased^ He had Ven 
with them on the fatal night. Met Notes 
in a restaurant with a "lady." They 
had some Ibeer. Afterwards met prison- 
er on the street and the whole party 
went to n saloon, where they had more 
beer. Then prisoner went with witness 
ami two other men to a couple of gam- 
bling places. Witness won some money 
at one of the gambling places, and they 
went to a saloon and had drinks. Visit- 
ed two or three saloons. Finally wit- 
ness, prisoner and deceased went to a 
house of ill-fame. Witness did not 
know the name of the street, lie was 
a stranger in the city nnd did not know 
the streets by name. Witness went to 
a private room with a woman. Notes and 
Nichols? remaining In the front room. 
Heard them disputing about fishing. 
Notes sn'd prisoner did not do the fair 
thing. Brought In too many herrings 
and lowered prices. Tho woman request- 
ed them to leave the house. All three 
went out »"d Notes and prisoner began 
to fight. Witness separated them. They 
were hitting at each other and wrestling 
nnd had fallen to the ground. All three 
were drunk. A little' later they began 
to fight again and witness tried to quiet 
them. He then called "Police!" and the 
men ran hwny, Notes down the nl ey 
towards Chatham street, and prisoner up 
Herald street towards Government 
street. Weni down to <'>o wnte.rfro"* 
to tell Notes' brother. X>id not Bee pris- 
oner again that night. Both times the 
men fought they fought with tneir to* >• 
They, drunk, but knew what they 

were doing. 

Mr. Mills cross-examined without as- 
sistance of the interpreter, and the wit- 
ness answered in fairly good English. 



Notes nnd Nicholes fought 'when they 
came out Of the house. They were curs- 
ing each other. Neither seemed to have 
the advantage of the other. Nicholes 
ran away first. He ran up tho street; 
Notes ran down the alley. Saw Con- 
stantino Notes. Tom's brother, at one of 
the saloons. . He asked Tom to go home. 
Tom said: "I will be homo before you." 

Questioned by Mr. Mills, witness traced 
tho occurrences of the evening from the 
time he met Notes at the restaurant, 
and it developed that they had drunk n 
large quantity of beer. Notes began the 
quarrel about the fishing. It appeared 
that Constantino Notes and Nicholes 
had agreed that not more than one boat- 
load of fish should be brought in on the 
same day, so as to keep up the price. 
Deceased accused prisoner of breaking 
the agreement, which prisoner denied. 
Did not see knives or weapons in the 
hands of either. Notes wore two rings. 
Witness went to the police statio;: nfter 
seeing Constantino. Tie looked in and 
went back to the Street where the light 
had taken place. Saw a carriage with 
a policeman. Constantino asked if his 
brother wns hurt. The policeman said 
not much. Witness then returned to the 
station. Nicholes ran up the street. 
Notes ran through the alley way. Did 
not know what tho time was then. Tom 
Notes was a bigger man than prisoner. 

Re-examined by Mr. McLean, witness 
acknowledged that he had told the po- 
lice in the first instance that both men 
ran down the alley, but he said that was 
not correct. -- 

Stella Cameron, in whose house the 
row began, was the next witness. Lived 
at 10 Herald street. An alley way runs 
in rear of the house. Remembered the 



Constable Carson was on duly on tin 
night of November 7. Was acting 
sergeant. About half-past 12 was com- 
ing up through the alley from Chatham 
to Herald streets. Met two men. One 
of them was Notes, whom he saw dead 
at the station shortly afterwards. The 
other man resembled prisoner in size. 
They were going towards Chatham 
street. Went on to Herald street. Saw 
a Chinaman. A woman came out ot 
No. 10, looked around and went in 
again. It was about half-past 12. 
Heard there had been a tight. Went 
down Store street, then back and through 
tho alloy and up to Government, where 
deceased was lying on the sidewalk. Con- 
stable Blackstock was there. Then 
wont to Turret Rock to see if he could 
find the prisoner. Prisoner's sloop was 
gone. Saw body of deceased. Found 
no knife or other weapon. 

In cross-examination witness snid ho 
had known Tom Notes for some time, 
lie had given trouble to the police. Ho 
had been arrested for striking at William 
Thcimson, of the Germnuia saloon, with 
a hammer. Deceased had the reputa- 
tion of having a nasty temper. He was 
not a temperate man. Went to Turret 
Rock about five minutes past 1, Tho 
men in the alley were going in n hur- 
ry. The one resembling prisoner was in 
advance. Notes was a strong.powerful 
man, ahout 34 years old. Notes died 
about 20 minutes to 2. AVas not sure 
of exact time. 

Constable Jackson — Arrested tho 
prisoner on Sunday, Novcau'bor 10, in a 
woodshed, corner of Henry and Turner 
streets, about 7:15 p.m. He was crouch- 
ing in a corner. Arrested and caution- 
ed him in the usual form. Prisoner 
said he had been in the shed for 15 min- 
utes. Found the knife produced

night of the 7th and morning of the Sth. 
As near as she could remember, about 
12:15 three men— Angelo, Notes and 
Nicholes— came to her house.

Notes said he had brought a cou- 
ple of friends. Notes asked her to treat. 
She asked what they would have. They 
said a small glass of beer, which she 
gave them. Angelo went into an inner 
loom with her. Notes and Nicholes re- 
mnili'.-d in lie-' outer room and started to 
taik in their own language. She ask- 
ed Angelo what was the matter with 
the men. He said they talked bad. 
Nicholes seemed more enraged than the 
other man. He made more noise than 
Notes. Hi' had ;i knife in his right band 
nnd a plug of tobacco in his left hand.

Mr. McLean 'in the chief's office cm 
Thursday morning. She had seen the 
knife before she gave a description of 
it in the witness box. Mr. Mills en- 
deavored to show that Nicholes wart 
cutting tobacco with the knife to till 
his pipe or to chew tobacco, but wit- 
ness could not say ns to that. The foot- 
steps seemed as if the men were close 
together. The men were pretty much 
excited. She would rather have them 
ontside the house than in. 
Court adjourned till 2:15 p.m. 

AFTERNOON; SITTING. 
Marie Blumas, sworn, and examined 
by Mi. MoLc-u Live at 'No. 11 Chat- 
ham street. Remembered the night of 
die murder. Heard men running up the 
nlloy trom the direction of Hf-rnld street. 
Went np Chatham townrds Government. 
Heard one swear. It was between 12 
nnd half-past. Think there were two 
men. 

Gross-examined by Mr. Mills— Could 
not say if there were more then two men. 



in court ns one found on prisoner. It is 
a spring pocket knife, held open by a 
spring. Asked him If that was the 
knife he had done tlhe stabbing with, 
and he said, "Yes." Said if ho had not 
killed Tom he would have killed him. 
Said Tom made n stab at him with a 
big knife. No other weapon had been 
found at or near the scene of the stab- 
bing. 

Cross-examined, witness said the 
words used by prisoner were those given 
above to the best of his recollection. Had 
known prisoner for eight years. Know 
him as a quiet, hard-working man. 

Constable Blackstock, re-called— Did 
not find any knife or weapon on de- 
ceased or in the neighborhood of the 
stabbing. 

Cross-examined— Searched for over an 
hour next morning. Went down before 
7 o'clock. Searched on Chatham street 
mid Government street. Also eenroheu 
the waterfront nt Turret Bock. A great 
number of Indians and Chinamen live 
about there. 



This closed the evidence. 

The court road the usual Statutory 
warning to accused and he, acting on his 
counsel's advice, replied that he was not 
guilty. 

.Mr. Mil's contended that the evidence 
produced by the crown did not disclose 
u case of murder. The case was clear- 
ly, at most, one of manslaughter. No 
malice had been shown, nnd he thought 
the crown might easily concede tho point. 
If not, however, he was prepared to sub- 
mit authorities and precedents. It was 
the duty of the court under all tho cir- 
cumstances to commit the prisoner for 
the lesser crime. 

The court held that the question raised 
by Mr. Mills was one for a jury to de- 
cide, and committed the prisoner to 
stand his trial for murder at the next 
assizes.

AnnuaS^Meetlng andiElection of 
Officers— Gratifying Reports 
of Past Year. 



The Vancouver island Veterans' as- 
sociation held their annual meeting last 
night in Pioneer hall. There was a 
good attendance and the greatest en- 
thusiasm and unanimity prevailed. Lt.- 
Col. Wblfenden, lieutenant-colonel com- 
manding, presided. After the : reading 
and adoption of the iniuutes of last an- 
nual meeting the "Lieutenant-Colonel 
Commanding presented the following re- 
port, which was received with npplause 
and adopted, with a vote of thanks to 
Col. Wolfonden: 

To the Members of the Veterans' Asso- 
ciation of Vancouver Islund: 

Gentlemen: Another year has passed 
since the inauguration of our association, 
and I am glad to be able to lay before 
you a short resume of the, transactions 
of the association since my last report. 

In the first place, I am pleased to say 
that our membership has increased, and 
we now have on the roll (the names of 
231 veterans (including five life mem- 
bers), all of whom have served the sov- 
ereign in the various branches of the 
service, and are qualified for member- 
ship under the constitution of the asso- 
ciation.

ON WALL STREET. 

New York. Nov. 15.— There was some fur- 
ther efforts by professional bears during the 
early hours of today's stock market to re- 
new the decline In prices which was In 
force yesterday, but the evidence was pres- 
ently conclusive that the urgent selling to 
realize profits was completed and the bears 
renewed the covering of shorts, which was 
a feature of the Inst hour of yesterday's 
market. The demand to cover short con- 
tracts was a considerable factor all day I:: 
the strength of the market, but there were 
evidences here and there ot a renewal of 
the speculation for a rise or of buying of a 
substantial character for reasons not dis- 
closed. This was notably true In the local 
traction group, Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way rising 5Vi: Manhattan 2% nnd Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit 1%. Tho buying of the Read- 
ing stocks was on n large scale, and 'caused 
sympathetic strength in some of the other 
coalers. The copper stocks made strong 
recoveries to the accompaniment of reports 
of Improving conditions In the trade. Amal- 
gamated Copper was lifted over 2 points, 
and Anaconda 1%, There was also an ad- 
vance of 3% In American Smelting, nnd 
2% Ip the preferred. The Pacific Coast 
stocks made notable recoveries from recent 
henry declines, and there were points of 
decided strength amongst tho Southwest- 
erns. The more cheerful prospect In tho 
money market was the dominant Influence 
In the recovery of stocks. The fact that 
no gold was engaged for export to London 
tomorrow relieved an apprehension on that 
score, a further lowering In tho buying 
price of gold from London this morning, 
and the ensler tone of the. London money 
market wiping out the margin of profit on 
the transaction. The belief still prevails 
that further gold will go from New York 
to Paris next week, although there Is a re- 
laxation of the pressure at that point for 
gold reflected In the advance In sterling ex- 
change totlav of a full centime In the pound 
sterling. The rlgher rate for money In New 
York Is also n deterrent Influence. Up to 
Thursdny night the banks had lost to the 
sub-treasurv. Including the payments for 
the gold exported. sR-IO.OOO. nnd this did 
not include the credit to the banks on ac- 
count of .Yesterday's government bonds re- 
demptions' which Involved pnvment bv the 
sob-treasury of about a million dollars, 
Bv the regular express movement to the 
Interior the banks have gained on balance 
about a million and a half of dollars, the 
receipts for the week having Increased to 
about double those of last week, while the 
Rhlnmpnrs were considerably less. The loan 
Item of the banks remains to be reckoned 
with. 'Hie market closed at considerable 
gains scattered all through tho list.

EXAMINATION OF 

mm AND EARLE 



Evidence Given By Members 
Before the Registrar of Su- 
preme Court, 



There was nothing very •startling do 
veloped yesterday at the examinations 
of Col. Prior and Mr. Thomas Karle, M. 
P.'s, before tho registrar in connection 
with the election petition, which is to be 
tried on the 20ih. Mr. Gordon Hunter, 
K. U., appeared for the petitioners, and 
Mr. Oassidy, K.U., for the respondents. 

Col. Prior, in his examination, said lie 
could not tell just when ho had mad 
up his mind to bo a candidate, but it 
was about the time he was nominated 
at the Conservative convention. lie 
had contributed to the election fund 
something loss than $1,000, tho money 
being devoted to hiring of the Victoria 
theatre, halls, printing nnd advertising 
ami generally to the legitimate expense! 
of the election, though ho personally had 
nothing to do with, tho disbursement of 
it. In fact, he actually did not know 
who had done tho paring, and was not 
particular to inquire. The organizer was 
Mr. Willi am II. Cullin, anil the general 
committee consisted of the chairmen of 
each of the wards, tho wliole running 
of the election being left in the hands of 
the committees. Eu^n nomination day 
until eiectlon day he iliad steadily e; 
Massed, hat had done do treating, nnd 
knew nothing of any bribery or corrup 
lion, or any infringement of the Election 
Act, nor did he know anything about 
outside voters being brought in at the 
expense of tho election fund. His agent 
under the Klcction Act was Mr. IT. Dal 
las Etelnicken, K.C.. M.r.I'., who had 
paid some of (he bills. Questioned as 
to the cost of the election, lie said it Wfl s 
the cheapest election the Conservatives 
had run in Victoria in his experience. 

Mr. Hunter— Ami therefore one of 
the most satisfactory? 

Col. Prior— Oh, yc's; tho result was 
verv satisfactory to us. 

Mr. Hunter asked Col. Prior to say 
whether or not he would be surprised to 
know of corruption at elections, nnd 
the Colonel said, No, ho would not, but 
he believed tho last Victoria election was 
the cleanest and purest that had ever 
been run here, "so far as the Conserva 
tires were concerned." 

Mr. Thomas Karle, M.P., in his exam- 
ination, said that his election agent was 
Mr. Geo. Jay, jr. He had only consent- 
ed to be a candidate again on the day 
of the Conservative nominating conven- 
tion, and from that, time until election 
day hi.nl devoted very little time Indeed 
to canvassing, as ho was so situated in a 
business way as to hjj unable to do so, 
Prior to the nomination, ho had given 
a sum of money towards the enmpai 
fund somewhere between $400 and 
S50Q. He knew Mint no election could 
he carried on without money. There 
were printing and advertising expenses 
to pay, hire of committee rooms, and 
halls for meetings, and a general out- 
lay in connection with voters' list, ii 
every election, and being a Conserva 
tive, lie had 8tfb=crdbcd to tho Conser- 
vative election fund, according to his 
mean*, the same as he lcid in eveTy elec- 
tion since lie was about 21 years of age, 

Asked whether he had done any treat- 
ing, lie said. No. he did not drink him- 
self and ,]H pot treat. Mr. Hunter 
then asked if he would be surprised to 
hour of the soldiers being treated, to 
which Mr. Karle promptly replied: "No; 
but not in the interest of Prior nnd 
Knrie." 

"Yon beliere/J Mid Mr. Hunter, "they 
weie treated by the other party?" 

Mr. BpHe— iV.am sure, of it. iXo doubt 
ah"Ut it in the world. 

Mr. llurter— Hut Prior and Karle were 
guiltless of anything of that kind? 

Mr; Karle— Weil, Karle is. I am only 
speaking for Karle now. I am guiltless. 
Why, I never visited the barracks at 
all. and never came in contact with 
them. 

Further, Mr. Karle said he would be 
very much surprised to hoar of any 
votes having been bought for the Con- 
servative candidates, if for no other 
reason than that as far as his knowledge 
went, there was little enough money 
to pay the purely legitimate expenses of 
the election. He denied having given 
any money to Mr. Frank Barnard, or to 
Mr. T. B. Hall for their votes or for 
any other purpose, nnd was equally 
guiltless in regard to Mr. G. A. Kirk. 

It is stated that when the trial is call- 
ed on tho 20th, the petitioners propose 
asking for an adjournment until a later 
date. 

_ It may bo ftatod that election peti- 
lions are always tried before two judges 
of the Supreme court without a jury. 
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The Colonist prints the foregoing 
:onscnt of counsel of the parties.
